Then Al started. 

Throughout his speech he had a re 
frain. He released it at the outset 
and he shouted it, he rubbed it in, and 
he flaunted it again and again. 

It was this sentence from the Re- 
publican platform on which his rival, 
the Quaker, is running: The record 
of the present administration is a 
guarantee of what may be expected of 
the next.” 
In his best “is-’at-so” manner, with 

his confident grin that holds the 
tongue in the cheek, and with his 
pitiless practicality Al asked the 8,000 
enraptured devotees before him these 
questions—with all the emphasis on 
the word “ present.” 
“Why make it only ‘the present’? 
Why did the Republican platform 
builders limit it to that? Why did 
they limit the guarantee to the ‘ pres- 
ent administration? 

He wagged his graying head in the 
manner of a man forlorn and at a 
loss. 

It was fascinating to see how the 
intent people drank in this pantomime. 
Whether they knew it or not. 1 
were seeing very fine acting—very 
delicately shaded facial play. 

With sudden vivacity Al resumed. 

Answer Gets a Laugh. 

“They have,” he said, “been in 
power since the 4th of March, 1921. I 
can see no other reason for the limita- 
tion of the guarantee except a delib- 
erate effort to get away from the 
black, dark record of the administra- 
tion immediately preceding this one.” 

The squalid old armory rang with 
laughter.

Al was in excellent form. I would 
say that, as vivid performer and as 
the breezy utterer of a well ordered 
discourse, he was almost at his best. 

He has, for example, given the 
American people no more pungent 
evening of epigram than he gave 
his loving, laughing Chicagoans last 
night.
